Ideal Picnic Grounds 


Ben S. Brunson has recently 
completed a fish pond on what 
is known as the Price place, ad- 
joining Evergreen cemetery on 


} the north. It is an ideal location 


for a fish pond and although it 
has been built only about seven 
weeks, there is already about 16 
feet of water in the deepest part. 

The pond is fed by several 
year-round springs and accord- 
ing to Mr. Brunson, when the 
pond is full, it will cover about 
five acres including the large 
area of flat branch-head ground 
which will be submerged. 

On the bank of the pond are 
numerous cedar trees which are 
the finest speciments seen in 
many a day. Mr. Brunson said 
he plans to establish a picnic 
ground in this cedar grove, buil- 
ding a house and shelter, When 
the fish in the pond have had 
time to grow, he will throw it 
open to the public. It should .be 
an ideal picnic gorund and fish- 
ing place. 

Mr. Brunson also has a smaller 
fish pon din the back yard of his 
home on the Troy highway. It 
has been stocked with fish, some 
of which have gained good size.

New Era Peanut 
Harvesting Machine 


‘Samson Man Hopes 
To Produce New 
Machine Soon 


Mr. EB. E. Johnson, of Samson, 
was a guest of the Elba Lions 


igave an interesting talk and 
showed a movie on a revolution- 
ary peanut harvesting machine. 
The new machine is called the 


‘has been more than three years 
in perfection. Mr, Johnson has 
the only model as it has not been 
produced for retail sale. 

The machine allows the pea- 
nuts to stay in the ground 30 to 
90 days longer that the old me- 
thod of harvesting. This permits 


and largely eliminates the ‘pops’ 
or immature peanuts. It scoops 
‘up a row at a time working on 
|much the same principle as a 
iplow except that dirt, peanuts, 
etc. go up a sleeve or pipe in- 
stead of being turned to the 
side. This passes over a series 
| of separting devices which drop 
| 


the dirt and rocks back to the 
ground and puts the peanuts in 
a sack. 

Harvesting is not done until 
late fall, and somestimes as late 
as February. By this time the 
vines have rotted and the pea- 
nuts are loose in the ground, 
The vines return to the ground 
as fertilize. 

Advantages of the new mach- 
ine pointed out by Mr. Johnson 
are the fact that peanuts do not 
have to be harvested at any spe- 
cific time. The farmer has a 
period of up to three months in 
which harvesting can be done. 
The peanuts harvested are more 
mature and grade better. High- 
er yields per acre result from the 
more mature peanuts, The soil 
is not depleted of its fertility, 
since the vine is not removed. 

Disadvantages are’ that the 
outside of the peanut is dis- 
colored (however Mr. Johnson 
says this does not affect their 
igrade); and the fact that pea- 
nuts are not dry when sacked. 
It is believed that drying will 
not be a problem since effort is 
already being made to devise a 
way to economically dry peanuts 
and several drying plants are al- 
ready in operation. 

The machine, if manufactur- 
ed, will sell for about the same 
price as a regular peanut picker 
and can be used with any farm 


tractor.

New Religious Cults Doing 


Immense Business in Japan 


TOKYO, JAPAN.—Still booming 
are some 300 religious organiza 
tions in Japan as religion, follow- 
ing the war, is becoming even more 
topsy-turvy. 

Buddhism and Shintoism are 
gradually recovering from _ their 
great loss of prestige following the 
Surrender and Christianity is said 
to be spreading very slowly, de- 
Spite the occupation. 


It would appear that the tight 
money situation would discourage 
new cults, but it is very much 
otherwise. These new sects are do- 
ing a thriving business, attending 
the sick, advising disturbed busi- 
nessmen and telling fortunes for 
the lovesick. Meanwhile, long-es- 
tablished churches are _ having 
trouble making both ends meet, 
Their followers either have desert- 
ed or have become impoverished. 

The religious section in the min- 
istry of education reports that the 
42 prewar organizations have been 
joined by 300 newcomers and that 
registrations are continuously pour- 
ing in from all over the country, 
The newcomers are credited with 
a following of 12,000,000 persons. 

The new religions are mostly 
mixtures of Buddhism and Shin 
toism. Their 2ommon character: 
istics are that the religious doc- 
trines are simple and their found- 
ers are medium-like soothsayers. 
They stress the present world and 
do not distinguish much between 
clergy and laymen. They offer solu- 
tions for present ills such as sick- 
ness, poverty and crop trouble. 

Most of the founders of the new 
religions know something about 
medicine, magic and fortune tell- 
ing, and use this knowledge effec- 
tively.

398, the “Cotton and Peanut” bill, amending 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act and containing among other things 
been very active in supporting the changes in the 
peanut marketing quota laws in an effort to liberalize some of its provisions and to make the peanut con- 
trol program more satisfactory and more suitable to meet the conditions we see ahead in the next few 
years. When we stop to realize that our major southern crops, cotton, peanuts and tobacco are under 
rigid marketing quotas with severe cash penalties for even a slight error for overplanting, whereas the

of this new legislature,

Under this bill the peanut marketing quota legisla- 
tion is amended to permit the planting of peanuts in excess 
of the farm acreage allotments under certain conditions 
(In addition to an extra 100,000 acres of quota peanuts for 
Alabama and Texas). Any grower may now plant and har- 


* vest peanuts in excess of his farm allotments provided the 


total acreage harvested on the farm, including both the 


a _ allotment and excess do not exceed the acreage harvested 


on the farm in the year 1947. In addition, the farmer, under 
such conditions, will be a Cooperdtor under the P.M.A. 
Program provided the: excess peanuts are hadled in accord- 
ance with the methods hereinafter explained. 


In order to qualify as a Cooperator the excess pro- 
duction of peanuts permitted under this new law must be 
delivered to an agency designated by the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture at the market value of the peanuts for oil and 
meal less the costs of handling. The present designated 
agency of the Secretary in this area is the G.F.A. Peanut 
Association and it is probable that there will be designated 
a Sub-agent in each county to handle excess peanuts under 
the program. It will be assumed that the program will be 
worked out in such a manned that growers may conven- 
iently dispose of their excess peanuts along with their quota 
peanuts. 


One of the chief benefits of the new law is that 
growers will not be so fearful of the extremely heavy pen- 
alties which have heretofore been assessed for over-har- 
vesting even a fraction of an acre. The penalty was so Se- 
vere last year that many counties did not harvest as much 
as 85% of the actual county quota, Growers may now make 
sure that they harvest at least as much as the allotted 
acreage without fear of such heavy peanlty provided they 
do not exceed the acreage planted on the farm in 1947, It 
should be remembered, however, that excess acreage can 
not, under the new law, be considered in establishing the 
allotment for the farm in future years. 


Many growers, because of extremely heavy cuts in 
their acreage by reduced allotments and having a surplus 
oi labor, land and machinery, will be interested in growing 
some excess peanuts at the oil price. Some small growers 
who have been reduced so low in allotments as to make it 
difficult to grow and harvest them on a practical basis will 
also be interested. The grower who is thinking of planting 
excess peanuts with the expectation of selling them at the 
oil and meal value this fall is quite interested to know what 
the price to expect for the excess peanuts. No one can pre- 
dict now with any accuracy what peanuts will be worth for 
“oil this fall. The present price of crude peanut oil is around 
15c per pound f. o. b. local crushing mills. Last fall at pea- 
nut harvesting time peanut oil was around 10 1-2c per 
pound, Everything will depend upon the price of peanut 
oil and meal, but peanuts for oil this fall should probably 
be worth somewhere around $80 to $120 per ton to the 
farmer. The price the farther will receive, being based on 
oil and meal, is therefore subject to fluctuation in the 
same way as many other farm commodities on which there 
is no government support price. 


The new law provides that the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may also, under certain conditions, sell:excess pea- 
nuts for edible uses, if they are needed, at not less than the 
price at. which quota peanuts may be sold which would be 
105% of the support price. Any profit made on such sales 
of any one type of peanut would be paid back to the grow- 
ers after deducting any losses incurred on such type pea- 
nut. This provision may not be too important but under cer- 
tain conditions such as crop failure or emergency the ex- 
cess peanuts would constitute a reserve supply and might 
be more profitable to the producers. This is a remote pos- 
sibility and we do not encourage farmers to produce excess 
peanuts with the expectation of receiving additionaly pay- 
ments from the Sceretary over and above the oil price. 


The Agricultural Act of 1949 provides for a sliding 
scale of support prices, beginning in 1951, based on the 
quantity of peanuts produced for the edible trade, which 
will mean a drastic reduction in the allotted acreage of 
peanuts if we maintain anything near the 90% parity 
support price. The production of peanuts this year will be 
far above the actual requirements of edible trade under 
normal conditions. Heavy losses being taken by the gov- 
ernment in supporting quota peanut prices at the present 
level will force severe cuts in quota acreage in 1951 and fu- 
ture years. The provision of this new.law will therefore be 
of great value to peanut growers in meeting these condi- 
tions*and will probably be appreciated more by the farmer 
in the future than at the present.

We recommend that each farmer make up his mind 
after he has obtained all the facts, but in any event he 
should make sure he does harvest all of the allotment 
granted to him even if it necessary to harvest some excess 
acreage to make sure. For any further information on the 
new legislation affecting peanuts, we suggest that you get 
in touch with the local PMA office. We will also be glad to 
contribute any information we have and render any service 
possible to permit peanut farmers to obtain the maximum 
benefits of the peanut support prices and the new legis- 
lation. : 


As to Cotton, We are Reliably Informed 
As Follows: 


a“ 
The bill provides that each and every cotton grow- 
er is entitled to have a cotton acreage allotment for this 
year equal to the larger of 65% of the average acreage 
planted to cotton on the farm, or regarded to planted to 
cotton under the War Crops Act, during the three years, 
1946, 1947 and 1948, or 45% of the highest acreage planted 
or regarded as planted during any one of these three years. 
For example, if a farmer planted or is regarded as having 
planted 25 acres in 1946, 35 acres in 1947 and 36 acres in 
1848, it would give him a total of 96 acres or an average of 
32 acres for the three years and he would be entitled to an 
allotment of 65% of that average or 20.8 acres. But if he had 
25 acres in 1946, 16 acres in 1947, and 55 acres in 1848, total- 
ing 96 acres, he would he entitled to an allotment of 24.7 
acres which is 45% of the 55 acres he had in cotton in 1948. 
However, in no event can either the 65% or the 45% exceed 
40% of the total land in cultivation on the farm. 


But it must be clearly understood that any addi- 
tional cotton allotment to which the farmer is entitled 
under the above provisions can be given him only if he files 
a written application with his County PMA Committee and 
States therein that he intends to plant the additional 
acreage allotted to him. It is very important, therefore, that 
any farmer who is entitled to and desires to secure an in- 
crease in his cotton acreage allotment make written appli- 
cation to his County Committee immediately. 


This new law also provides for the surrender or 
transfer of all allotments to the County Committee by 
farmers who do not intend to plant all of the cotton acreage 
allotted to the farm. That is, if any farmer has received a 
cotton allotment and does not intend to plant any or all 
of it he should immediately surrender the acreage he does 
not intend to plant to his County Committee. 


The County Committee will then reallocate such 
surrendered acreage to other farms in that County, first to 
increase the allotment to other farms up to the 65% or 45% 
above explained and then allot any remaining surrendered 
acreage to other farms in the County which have received 
allotments which the County Committee determines in- 
adequate and are not representative in view of the past 
production of cotton. 


We regard it as important that every farmer who 
does not intend to plant his entire cotton allotment prom- 
ptly surrender the portion he does not intend to plant to 
his County Committee so that some other farmer can plant 
it. If such acreage is not surrendered and is not planted, 
then the county will lose that much cotton history and will 
suffer a reduction in the allotment to the County in future 
years. While if this acreage is surrendered and some other 
farmer is permitted to plant it, then the county will get 
credit in future years. 


The law also provides that if any farmer is dissat- 
isfied for any reason with the cotton acreage allotment he 
has received, he may within fifteen days (that is, by the 
15th of April) file an appeal to the Review Committee, 
submit his proofs and have his allotment reviewed. The 
County PMA office should have the necessary forms and 
can advise the farmer how to file such appeals.

Baby Girl Survives 
Afier Lung Collapse 
From Inhaled Bean 


CHICAGO, ILL.—A_ 14-month-old 
girl whose lung collapsed when a 
bean lodged in it, is recovering 
after a 107-mile race in which her 
ambulance burned out its motor, 
attendants forgot all-important X- 
ray plates and her supply of oxy- 
gen ran out, 

The chain of incidents was set 
off when a common navy bean fell 
off a shelf in the home of Mr, and 
Mrs. Wayne Airgood at Berrien 
Center, Mich. 

Their daughter, Patsy Ann, found 
the bean and put it in hér mouth, 
Then she inhaled it inte her right 
bronchial tube. By the next day the 
bean had swelled with moisture to 
the size of an apricot. It blocked 
off her breathing passage and col- 
lapsed her right lung. 

Soon she began turning blue and 
an X-ray showed she was likely to 
die. A doctor recommended that 
she be taken to Chicago as quickly 
as possible. 

Undertaker Francis A. Bower- 
man, of Bau Claire, Mich., vol- 
unteered to drive her in his am- 
bulance. The Airgoods accom- 
panied him and the X-ray plates 
were stowed in the glove compart- 
ment. Scores of officers in Mich- 
igan and Indiana kept track of the 
ambulance by radio. 

At Gary, Ind., the ambulance’s 
motor burned out. Officers quickly 
transferred Patsy Ann to another 
ambulance. But they and the at- 
tendants forgot the X-ray plates 
until the ambulance was out of 
town. Bowerman was driven back 
in a police car to pick up the 
plates. 

Meanwhile, the second ambu 
lance’s supply of oxygen, neces- 
sary to keep Patsy Ann alive, ran 
out, East Chicago firemen heard of 
the situation by radio, An inhalator 
squad intercepted the ambulance 
and supplied a new tank. That was 


where Bowerman, carrying the 
X-ray plates, caught up with the 
ambulance. 


Chicago police took over the es- 
cort job at the city lirnits and the 
ambulance tore through the main 
business. district with sirens 
screaming. 

Arriving at Children’s Memorial 
hospital, officers took the girl di- 
rectly to the operating room, where 
surgeons performed a bronchoscop- 
ic operation within minutes and re- 
moved the bean, 

Hospital officials Thursday, said 
the girl was “resting fine’ and 
that her condition was ‘‘much im- 
proved,” although still critical.
